The organi- 
zation, he said, has got to be support- 
ed by America, until something can be 
done politically, with that 
country. 


Th« United Statei government has just 
given the organization 35.000 tons of 
flour to feed refugees over there who 
are absolutely destitute." 


Dr. Barton thinks there should be a 


separate mandate .for Constantinople, 
and that that should he the seat ot the 
Leaeue of Nations, right In the storm 
centre. All the peoples of those coun- 
tries want America.. They would ac- 
cept England as a second choice hut 
they will not have'France. It is not 
a military proposition. They -want Am- 
erica to go in as a civil government. 
A military m»n told him the other day 
that two division,, officered by Ameri- 


cans, would bo necessary at flrat, but 
that-the number could be greatly re- 
duced when order Is established. 
It 


would have to be a stern government 
In the first place. 
All the disturbing 


elements would have to bo tauglit that 
killing would not be tolerated. 


It would take SOO millions of dollars 


to do the Job thoroughly, but within 
two years that country would be an 
exporter of supplies to the world. The 
whole amount of money expended would 
ho paid back with Interest In 15 years. 


"America can do It," he said. "There 


Is no country In Europe that can. And 
unless we accept our share of the bur- 
den of reconstruction we are in dan- 
ger of facing a new world war inside 
ot a few years."

At the close of the' meeting a reso- 


lution was adopted, urging the speedy 
ratification of the peace treaty and th'e 
acceptance, by this nation, of Its share 
In the reconstruction of the world 


Dr. Barton urged that everyone write

"The Ideal weather for th» hunting 


o£ deer," he said, "Is that when there 
Is a light fall of snow. 
Then the 


presence of deer can be easily discov- 
ered by .their tracks, while at tho same 
time the white baclceround in the woods 
throwa the darker-skinned animal into 
relief when within sight of the hunter.' 


There Is no unusual decrease In the 


nuumber of deer in the state,' accord- 
ing to Mr. Bourne, but there Is a di- 
minution In the number which may be 
found near the more thickly settled 
sections. 


"The law now allows farmers to kill 


any doer which cause damage to their 


as a result of this necessary legislation. 
The result has been that deer have be- 
come timid to an unusual degree when 
near a populated section and have con- 
sequently removed farther luto the In- 
terior. To get them there, of courss 
reyulres more perseverance on Uie part 
of the hunter."

raised to an amount sufficient to cov-

wages, 


which would have added at least J1BO,- 
000,000 lo Ihe annual coal bill of the 
people.

Justification, that 'the-public Is .now 
paying as high'prices for coal as it 
ought to be requested to pay and that 
any wage Increase made at this time 
ought to come out of the profits of 
the coal operators.

"In reaching this conclusion, the fuel 


administrator expressed the personal 
opinion that tha H percent Increase In 
all mine wages Is reasonable because 
it would equalize the miners' wages o..

and the miners are at liberty to agree 
upon a larger Increase provided th« 
operators will pay It out of their prof- 
its so that tho price of coal would re- 
main the same. 


"The secretary of labor, in an effort 


at conciliation between the parties, ex- 
pressed his personal opinion In favor 
of a larger Increase. His effort at conr 
dilation failed, however, because the 
coal operators were unwilling to pay 
the scale he proposed unless the gov- 
ernment would advance the price, of 
coal to the public, and this the govern- 
ment was unwilling to do. 


"The 
fuel administrator had also sug- 


gested that a tribunal be created, In 
which the miners and operators would 
be equally represented, to consider fur- 
ther questions of wages and working 
conditions, as well as profits of opera- 
tors and proper prices for coal. I shall 
of course, be 'glad to aid In the for- 
mation of such a tribunal.

atrocities, that 
Is 
exaggerated.

would be impossible for our workers 
to llvo under such conditions, with- 
out absolutely shutting up the springs 
of tho heart. One of our doctors went 
to pieces because he could not endure 
It. 1 had to caution my workers not 
to allow their sympathies to tret pos- 
session of Ihem. 


"The relief organization IB now min- 


istering to over 60,000 children, and 
there are at least 65.000 more that 
should bo reached. It has also estab- 
lished refugee homes for girls who 
escape from the Moslems^ Tho organi- 
zation, he said, has got to be support- 
ed by America, until something can be 
done politically, with that 'country. 
The United States government has Just 
given tho organization 35,COD tons of 
(Tour to feed refugees over there, who 
are 'absolutely' destitute." > 


Dr. Barton thinks there should be a 


separate mandate for Constantinople, 
and that that should he the seat of lh« 
League of Nations, right In the storm 
centre. Ay tho peoples of those coun- 
tries want America. 
They would ac- 


cept England as a second choice, but 
they will not have Franco. It la not 
a military proposition. They want Am- 
erica to go In as a civil government. 
A military man told him the other day 
that two divisions, officered by Ameri- 


cans, would bo necessary at first, but 
that tho number could bo greatly re- 
duced when order Is established. 
It 


would liavo to bo a Btern government 
In tho first place. All the disturbing 
elements would have to bo taught that 
killing would not be tolerated. 


It would lake SCO millions of dollars 


to do the Job thoroughly, but within 
two years that country would bo an 
exporter of supplies to the world. Tho 
whole amount of money expended would 
be paid back with Interest In 15 years. 


"America can do it," ho said. "There 


Is no country In Europe that can. And 
unless we accept our share of the bur- 
den of reconstruction wo are In dan- 
ger of facing a new world war Inside 
of a. few years." 


At the close of tho meeting a reso- 


lution was Adopted, urging tho speedy 
ratification of tho peace treaty and tho 
acceptance, by this nation, of !}s share 
in the reconstruction of tho world. 


Dr. Burton urged that everyone write 


tho senators and urgo ratification.
